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Law  School 
nears  finish 


“The  law  school  was  designed  to  minimize  the  distance  between  the  teacher  and  the 
student  as  well  as  minimize  the  distance  between  the  students  themselves,”  says  Rex  E. 
Lee,  dean  of  the  law  school. 

A  gift  from  the  Union  Pacific  Foundation  has  made  it  possible  for  the  construction  of 
420  student  carrels  within  the  new  law  school. 

The  new  building  will  have  about  100,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  with  classrooms  on 
the  south  side,  faculty  offices  in  the  center  and  the  law  library  on  the  north  side. 

“The  law  library  will  contain  250,000  volumes  and  will  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
country,”  said  Dean  Lee.  The  law  school  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  May.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Senate  Republican 
Leader  Hugh  Scott  said  the  United  States 
should  use  as  much  pressure  as  is  necessary 
to  change  the  government  leadership  in 
Cambodia  immediately. 

Scott  .did  not  mame  Cambodian  President 
Lon  Nol.  An  aide  said  afterward  that  Scott 
meant  the  government  leadership  including 
Lon  Nol,  but  did  not  want  to  mention  Lon 
Nol  by  name. 

Scott  told  newsmen  the  change  should  be 
made  in  order  to  secure  an  agreement  for  the 
release  of  many  thousands  of  refugees  he 
said  would  otherwise  be  slaughtered  in  the 
embattled  Southeast  Asian  nation. 

Members  of  a  House  subcommittee  quoted 
CIA  Director  William  E.  Colby  as  telling 
them  the  situation  in  Cambodia  is  bad  but 
said  Colby  gave  no  estimate  of  how  long  the 
Cambodian  government  could  survive. 

Colby  testified  before  the  House  Foreign 
Affairs  investigations  subcommittee,  which 
is  to  report  to  the  full  committee  Wednesday 
on  whether  to  recommend  more  military  aid 
for  Cambodia. 

House  Speaker  Carl  Albert  said  “it  would 
be  very,  very  difficult  to  get  direct  military 
aid  for  Cambodia”  approved  by  Congress. 

Scott  made  his  statement  to  reporters 
shortly  before  the  Senate  passed  a 
unanimous  resolution  asking  the  Ford 
administration  to  assure  that  at  least  half  the 
rice  being  sent  to  Cambodia  be  made 
available  for  free  humanitarian  distribution. 

Phnom  Penh 

In  Cambodia,  the  refugees  are  the  first  to 
feel  the  slow  economic  strangulation  of  the 
Cambodian  capital  by  the  Khmer  Rouge 
insurgent’s  nearly  21- month-old  offensive. 
Malnutrition  has  struck  hardest  at  those  who 
have  fled  most  recently  from  the  fighting 
around  Phnom  Penh. 

Officials  estimate  about  50,000  persons 
fled  their  homes  in  January,  the  first  month 
of  the  dry  season  offensive,  further 
burdening  the  work  loads  of  a  handful  of 
Western  voluntary  agencies  who  care  for 


refugees.  More  than  half  a  million  refugees  in 
the  Phnom  Penh  area  now  are  directly 
dependent  on  these  agencies’  handouts  for 
survival. 

Hatfield  resolution 

The  resolution,  sponsored  by  Sen.  Mark 
Hatfield,  R-Ore.,  said  the  rice  being  sent  to 
Cambodia  by  the  United  States  was  going 
only  to  those  who  still  have  the  means  to 
buy  it,  while  the  poor  starve  and  suffer 
malnutrition. 

The  Hatfield  resolution  was  hailed  by 
Senate  Democratic  Leader  Mike  Mansfield, 
who  said  peace  in  Cambodia  will  become  “a 
distant  mirage  if  Congress  should  endorse  a 
Ford  administration  plea  for  further  military 
aid.” 

Mansfield  said  chances  for  compromise  on 
the  $222  million  the  President  has  requested 
for  Cambodia  “look  kind  of  dim  at  the 
moment.” 

Congress  is  about  to  begin  a  critical  phase 
of  deliberation  on  the  aid,  which  Ford  says 
is  essential  to  prevent  the  fall  of  Cambodia 
into  Communist  hands. 

Scott  said  Congress  is  unlikely  to  vote  to 
continue  military  aid  to  Cambodia  beyond 
the  start  of  the  rainy  season  and  that  he  is 
ready  to  discuss  a  compromise  proposal  with 
Ford. 

Scott  said  various  countries  throughout 
the  world  will  have  to  be  asked  to  accept 
refugees  if  Cambodia  falls  and  that  “I  think 
that  we  in  the  United  States  should  accept 
our  share.” 

Responding  to  questions,  Scott  said  he 
preferred  to  define  “pressure”  as 
“persuasion”  but  he  did  not  elaborate. 

He  said  the  biggest  problem  will  be  to  get 
the  refugees  out  safely  and  he  said  the 
United  States,  either  on  its  own  behalf  or 
through  other  interested  parties,  should  be 
prepared  to  negotiate  that  release  with 
whatever  government  succeeds  Cambodian 
President  Lon  Nol,  including  the  Communist 
forces  of  the  Khmer  Rouge  should  that  be 
necessary. 


SAIGON,  South  Vietnam  (AP)  -  North 
Vietnamese  tanks  and  infantry  drove  into 
the  central  highlands  capital  of  Ban  Me 
Thuot  on  Monday,  trapping  a  U.S.  Embassy 
official  and  eight  American  missionaries  as 
house-to-house  fighting  raged  from  dusk  to 
dawn,  field  reports  said. 

Thirty  miles  southwest  of  Ban  Me  Thuot 
along  the  Cambodian  border.  North 
Vietnamese  forces  overran  the  district  town 
of  Due  Lap  after  blasting  it  and  three 
outposts  with  10,000  artillery  rounds, 
military  officials  said.  It  was  the  second 
district  capital  to  fall  in  three  days  and  the 
13th  since  the  cease-fire  two  years  ago. 

In  Cambodia,  rebel  gunners  launched  their 
heaviest  shelling  of  Phnom  Penh  airport  in  a 
week,  firing  56  rockets  and  artillery  rounds 
and  damaging  two  domestic  commercial 
airliners  and  killing  five  persons  and 
wounding  22.  But  the  U.S.  —  financed 
emergency  airlift  continued  flying,  bringing 
in  708  tons  of  rice,  the  biggest  amount  since 
the  operation  was  curtailed  last  Wednesday, 
officials  said.  In  Phnom  Penh  itself,  13 
insurgent  rockets  killed  three  persons  and 
wounded  seven,  authorities  said. 

The  U.S.  Official  at  Ban  Me  Thuot  was 
identified  as  Paul  Struharik,  who  is  with  the 
U.S.  Agency  for  International  Development 
and  had  been  in  charge  of  the  refugee  and 
resettlement  program  in  the  city. 

The  eight  missionaries  are  with  the 
Christian  Missionary  Alliance  and  ran  the 
Summer  Linguistics  Institute  in  Ban  Me 
Thuot,  155  miles  northeast  of  Saigon.  They 
were  engaged  in  translating  parts  of  the  Bible 
in  the  language  of  the  Montagnard  tribesmen 
who  make  up  about  half  of  Ban  Me  Thuot’s 
160,000  population. 

In  Nyack,  N.Y.,  headquarters  of  the 
alliance,  seven  of  the  missionaries  were 
identified  as  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  Phillips  of 
Bloomington,  Minn.,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Norman 
Johnson  of  Hamilton,  Ont.,  Mrs.  Archie 
Mitchell  of  Bly,  Ore.,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Miller  of  Houghton,  N.Y. 

Sources  said  the  U.S.  Embassy  had 
considered  trying  to  evacuate  the  nine 


Americans  on  Monday  but  decided  not  to 
because  of  the  heavy  fighting  and 
antiaircraft  guns  ringing  the  city.  They  said 
they  would  reassess  the  situation  Tuesday. 

“We  are  in  .touch  with  them,”  said  one 
source.  “They  are  in  good  spirits.  They  have 
food  and  water  and  they  are  all  right.  We  are 
keeping  in  constant  touch  with  them  and 
watching  the  situation  very  carefully.” 

The  South  Vietnamese  Foreign  Ministry 
issued  a  special  communique  calling  the 
attack  on  Ban 'Me  Thuot,  spearheaded  by 
tanks  and  supported  by  Heavy  artillery,  a 
“blatant  violation  of  the  Paris  agreement.” 


Board  to  hear 
violations  case 


An  ASBYU  special  violations  committee 
met  Monday  and  voted  to  hold  a  hearing 
concerning  Mark  Harmon,  candidate  for 
Academics  vice  president.  Charges  have  been 
leveled  against  him  involving  his  campaign. 

David  M.  Berrett,  ASBYU  attorney 
general,  questioned  three  campaign 
incidents. 

Berrett  claims  no  permission  was  acquired 
to  place  campaign  posters  in  a  dorm  window 
or  distribute  flyers.  Posters  were  placed  on 
the  outside  of  windows  and  flyers  were 
distributed  under  the  doors.  He  claims  this 
violates  the  rule  regarding  the  placing  of 
campaign  material. 

The  incidents  happened  about  two  weeks 
ago,  said  Allen  Ludlow,  violations 
committee  member. 

The  committee  vote  was  three  in  favor  of 
a  hearing,  and  one  abstained.  One  committee 
member  was  absent. 

A  hearing  is  scheduled  today  at  4:15  p.m.

Utah  House  approves 
bill  to  license  lobbyists 
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SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
The  Utah  House  of 
Representatives  passed  and 
sent  to  the  Senate  Monday  a 
bill  that  would  require 
lobbyists  to  register  and 
obtain  a  license. 

The  55-17  vote  reversed  a 
defeat  last  week.  There  was 
no  additional  debate. 

The  bill  would  apply  to 
anyone  who  is  paid  or  who 
spends  money  in  an  attempt 
to  influence  the  outcome  of 
legislation  or  decisions  by  any 
state  official,  agency,  board 
or  the  legislature. 

It  would  exempt  citizens 
who  represent  only 
themselves,  other  government 
officials  and  church 
representatives  seeking  to 
protect  their  public  right  to 
practice  doctrines  of  their 
church. 

It  also  would  not  apply  to 
professional  bill  drafters, 


lawyers  incourt  appearances, 
political  party  representatives 
or  news  media. 

Paid  lobbyists  would  be 
required  to  report  under  oath 
to  the  secretary  of  state  then- 
names,  business  addresses, 
names  and  addresses  of  the 
parties  they  represent,  and 
parties  who  are  paying  them 
and  for  what  expenses  they 
are  being  reimbursed. 

The  reports  would  be  in 
effect  for  one  year.  The 
secretary  of  state  would  be 
required  to  relay  the 
information  to  the  legislature 
during  each  session.  License 
fees  would  be  $10. 

The  House  passed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate,  also  on  a  55-17 
vote,  a  bill  that  would 
prohibit  anyone  from 
opening  an  alcoholic  beverage 
container  in  or  near  a  vehicle. 
The  bill  was  meant  to  cut 
drunk  driving,  but  one 


legislator  said  he  thought  it 
would  only  increase  littering 
by  people  who  would  not 
want  to  be  caught  with  open 
bottles  or  cans. 

The  House  passed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate  a  bill  that 
would  require  justices  of  the 
peace  to  try  only  those  cases 
involving  offenses  in  their 
precincts. 

A  bill  extending  free  public 
education  to  anyone 
regardless  of  age  passed  from 
the  House  to  the  Senate  on  a 
40-34  vote.  Currently  free 
public  education  is  available 
to  all  citizens  age  30  or 
under. 

The  Senate  killed  a  bill 
which  would  have  removed 
the  provision  of  state  law 
saying  mothers  have  a  natural 
preference  for  custody  of 
children  in  divorce  cases.

With  the  cost  of  energy 
going  up,  many  people  are 
talking  about  using  solar 
energy  as  an  economical 
means  to  heat  their  homes. 
But  solar  energy  installations 
are  so  expensive  that  it  will 
probably  be  another  20  or  30 
years  before  they  can  be  used 
to  advantage,  according  to  a 
BYU  professor. 

“The  interest  alone  on  the 
cost  of  equipment  needed  to 
heat  a  home  by  means  of 
solar  energy  is  more  than

commercial  fuels,”  said  Dr. 
John  N.  Cannon,  professor  of 
mechanical  engineering,  who 
is  doing  research  on  two 
types  of  solar  energy  devices. 

He  will  report  his  findings 
at  the  16th  Annual 
Engineering  and  Technology 
Symposium  Thursday  at 
BYU. 

Some  150  engineers, 


technologists  and 
businessmen  from  throughout 
the  Intermountain  West  are 
expected  to  attend  the 
one-day  symposium. 

He  said  there  are  two 
alternatives  to  the  problem. 
Either  the  cost  of  commercial 
fuel  has  to  rise  substantially 
so  that  solar  energy  can 
become  competitive  or  the 
capability  to  manufacture 
solar  energy  devices  must 
drop  significantly  to  make 
them  practical. 

“If  either  one  of  these 
things  happened,  we  would 
have  a  big  run  on  solar  energy 
applications,”  Dr.  Cannon 
said.  ‘‘If  we  had  a 
breakthrough  in  reducing 
production  cost,  we  could 
have  large  scale  applications 
in  five  years.” 

Dr.  Cannon  and  his 
assistant  have  been  working

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Ford  wants  a 
Senate  committee  rather  than 
the  Rockefeller  Commission 
to  investigate  allegations  of 
CIA  involvement  in  plots  to 
assassinate  foreign  leaders,  his 
chief  spokesman  said 
Monday.

The  research  being 
conducted  at  B YU  in 
connection  with  the 
computer-played  organ  is 
among  the  most  advanced  of 
its  type  in  the  U.S.,  said  Dr. 
Ashton. 

Dr.  Ashton  said  technology 
now  exists  to  permit  a 
composer  or  arranger  to  sit  at 
the  organ  and  improvise,  with 
the  computer  recording  what 
is  played.

The  music  could  also  be 
played  back  in  different  keys 
and  graphed  on  a  screen.  At 
the  push  of  a  button  the 
musician  could  hold  the 
music  and  graph  in  place 
while  it  was  being  played 
back  so  he  could  listen  to  a 
particular  part. 


All  the  symbols  on  a  piece 
of  music,  including  such 
things  as  crescendos, 
accelerandos,  etc.,  can  be 
translated  into  a  linear 
language  and  key  punched  on 
cards  or  typed  in  on  a  video 
terminal  keyboard. 

Last  summer.  Dr.  David 
Swanzey,  a  visiting  professor 
for  Pennsylvania, 
programmed  the  computer  to 
compose  its  own  music.  The 


operator  can  set  certain 
parameters  or  rules,  such  as 
the  volume,  number  of 
vioces,  duration  of  notes, 
melodic  leaps,  harmonic 
intervals,  amount  of  silence, 
etc.  and  the  computer  will 
pick  out  notes  randomly  and 
play  them  in  accordance  to 
the  rules.

Construction  nears  end 
for  new  Y  law  school 


Movement  of  furniture  and  fixtures  for 
the  new  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School  will 
begin  in  May,  with  the  transporting  of 
library  and  other  materials  to  continue 
throughout  the  summer  in  preparation  for 
its  opening  for  fall  semester,  i 

This,  according  to  Fred  A.  Schwendiman, 
director  of  BYU’s  Physical  Plant,  is  in 
accordance  with  the  construction  schedule. 

Rex  E.  Lee,  dean  of  the  law  school  said, 
“The  law  school  was  designed  to  minimize 
the  distance  between  the  teacher  and  the 
student  as  well  as  minimize  the  distance 
between  the  students  themselves.” 

.  This  will  be  aided  by  horseshoe  and 
V-shaped  classrooms  which  can  seat  from  25 
to  175.  persons. 

The  largest  of  the  nine  classrooms  is  the 
moot  courtroom,  where  simulated  court 
cases  will  be  conducted.  The  courtroom, 
according  to  Dean  Lee,  will  be  equipped 


with  closed-circuit  television  for 
broadcasting  within  the  law  school. 

A  gift  from  the  Union  Pacific  Foundation 
has  made  it  possible  to  construct  420 
student  carrels,  Dean  Lee_said!. 

The  new  building  will'have  about  TOO^OOO 
square  feet  of  floor  space  with  classrooms  on 
the  south  side,  faculty  offices  in  the  center 
and  the  law  library  on  the  north  side. 

The  law  library  will  contain  about 
250,000  volumes  and  will  be  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  country,  Dean  Lee  said. 

A  great  deal  of  interior  work  has  already 
been  done,  according  to  Steve  Stevenson, 
inspector  of  the  Physical  Plant.  “Woodwork, 
rugs,  doors  and  other  finishing  touches  on 
the  building  are  being  completed  now.” 

“The  all  cast-stone  exterior  is  one  of  the 
most  unique  features  of  the  building,” 
Stevenson  said.

The  choice  of  “Boris  Godunov”  by  the 
BYU  Music  Theater  was  a  very  appropriate 
one  for  two  reasons:  this  year’s  revival  of  the 
Moussor  a  sky  masterpiece  by  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  Company  and  the  theme 
of  “Boris  Godunov”  hits  directly  at  our 
nation’s  recent  political  history. 

The  very  beginning  of  the  opera  depicts 
the  Russian  political  leaders  their  use  of 
demagoguery  and  brutal  force  to  ward 
opposition  among  the  Russian  peasants.  Czar 
Boris  Godunov  has  ascended  to  the  throne 
by  illegal  means  after  eliminating  Dimitri, 
the  last  legal  barrier  to  his  total  rule. 

Pushkin’s  drama  consists  of  23  episodes 
from  which  Mousorgsky  chose  eight 
disconnected  scenes.  After  Godunov’s 
ascension  to  power,  the  action  of  the  opera 
focuses  in  a  distant  monastery,  where  an 
obscure  monk  dreams  of  a  plan  for  elevating 
himself  to  the  throne  by  pretending  to  be 
the  dead  Dimitri. 

The  remaining  scenes  of  the  opera  center 
on  the  evil  consequences  of  Godunov’s 
illegal  rule  and  his  subsequent  deterioration 
which  leads  to  his  death. 

Although  Thursday  night  rightly  belonged 
to  Metropolitan  star  Jerome  Hines,  as  Boris, 
the  surprise  of  the  evening  came  when  the 
BYU  Oratorio  chorus  entered  the  stage 
portraying  the  beleaguered  Russian  masses. 
The  chorus  came  across  as  believable 
individuals  and  sang  with  conviction, 


particulary  in  the  sixth  scene  when  they 
confronted  Godunov  in  near  rebellion. 

Hines  fulfilled  everyone’s  high 
expectations,  entering  the  stage  during  the 
lavish  coronation  scene  with  great  dignity 
and  authority.  The  rich  tones  of  his 
luxuriant  bass  voice,  he  seemed  to  project 
with  unbelievable  ease. 

The  grandeur  of  the  coronation  scene  fell 
somewhat  short  of  its  potential.  Unlike 
performances  by  other  companies,  in  which 
Godunov  is  literally  carried  off  by  the 
enthusiastic  throng,  the  BYU  production 
had  him  enter  and  exit  merely  on  foot.  As  a 
result,  the  “hail  Dimitri”  scene  in  which 
Dimitri  is  raised  by  the  chorus  on  a 
platform,  exceeded  the  excitement  of  the 
more  important  coronation  scene. 

Special  mention  should  go  to  several  cast 
members  in  Wednesday  night’s  performance, 
particularly  Robert  Downs.  He  played  the 
difficult  role  of  Godunov  with  inner 
conviction,  displaying  only  a  few  awkward 
moments  in  feigning  his  heart  attack.  His 
forceful  bass-baritone  voice  was  more  than 
adequate  for  the  role. 

Jeff  Coletti,  a  BYU  music  major,  made  the 
most  of  the  opera’s  comic  relief  in  his 
hilarious  role  of  the  drunken  monk, 
Warlaam. 

The  only  slow  moment  in  Thursday 
night’s  performance  came  in  scene  five, 
when  the  diction  of  the  nurse,  Jane 
Mortensen,  and  Godunov’s  son,  Feodor, 
played  by  Timothy  Wadham,  was  largely 
unintellible.  The  scene,  however,  came  alive 
when  Hines  again  entered  the  stage. 

Other  standouts  Thursday  evening 
included  the  very  resonant  European-trained 
tenor,  Ray  Arbizu,  portraying  the  role  of 
Dimitri.  Also,  Terry  McCombs  played 
sensitively  the  role  of  the  simpleton,  a 
pathetic  half-wit  regarded  with  religious  awe 
in  olden  times.
